Looking 1o the returns of Internal ravenue for
the past three years, it may be sscertained with
tolerable certainty to what grest sourcos we ahall
hencéforth have to look for meeting the fison)
exigenocies ol the Government.

From tobgcco (Includivg clgars) we got, in

thie year endiog June Iust, over eleven milllon
doliars, agains aAbool one-Jourth that amount in
1568, But considerable as this Incresse is, the
returns are htthe more than one-third the amount
which the Britlsh Exchequer derives from the
enme source, Distifled and fermented liguors
Pmduoed, Inat yoar, less thsn than twenty mil-
lons, sguiost over ‘hiny millions in 1864 < fact
in great part due, no doubt, to the enormous
over-produciion of the Inst-named year, cansed
by the anticipsted iucrense of doly, That -
crease wes Llom 60 cents to $1°60 and $2, tor the
firtt end second ball of 1865, respectively. A
nmuch smaller propoitionnle sdvamce in the
British excise dut{ltn 1861 resulted fn b decrease
ui‘lpwdurm.n to the tune of pearly five million
gallons of spirits, leaving but a meroe fraction of
gain to the Treasury irom an tnereasd of duty
from eight to ten shillings sterling a gallon,

In 1604 we produced no less than 85,205,361
gallons of distilled spirits, or about tour times na
much as was produced within the United King-
dow in 1861. It e not 1ncomprehensible, there-
fore, that in 1866 our production should have
fallen to less than sevemtecn million gallons,
and that, as u copsequerce, the revenue returns
from this source in the latier year were barely
two-thirds those of 1801, The Commissioper,
however, looks hopefully to this source of in-
come., He says our markets are new exhausted
ol spirits distitled belore taxstion, or when they
were subjected only to the earlier rates (20
cents and 00 cents 4 gallon). Anad the sapplics
for cumumgtmn muit henceforth pay the high
duty. It this consumption should eome up to
the average of Great Britain, the gross returns
from this eource alone will fall Itle shore of
fifty wiliion dollars o year. From no interest
could such o sum be drawn so legitimately, Tae
question is simply one of the possibility of en-
forcing the law,  Wilh all the perfestion of their
machipery iu Great Broain, it appears that there
wore no fewer than 3457 illicit distillations there
during the past year We can jadge from this
what witempted frauds our own revenue oficera
will bave to meet if the Government 18 not to be
swindled right and lett,

From stemps & (alr return was got lnst year,
and probubly no single tux wus less felt, The
gross amount for the fiscal year was $11,162 302,
When we come Lo get the full beaetit ol a stamp
duty it ought to produce at leust E26,000,000 an.
nuslly, & large portion of which increase might
surely be nsed to mitigate the terribie burdens
of the income tax. The latter produced, for the
year closing in June last, $20,667,360—an amount
which ougbs nover to be exceeded until some
means of adjusting the impost 8 found which
shall distinguish betwuen pormauent and ermi-
nable or uncertain inesme,

Iron and steel, in their different forms, pro-
duced ro less' Lhdn $9,218 808, or about three
times as much as the returns ol 1864, Relned
petroleum and coal cil brought §8,047,212, The
receipts from licenses were nearly doubled within
the vear, an luerease due in considerable part to
the addition to the list of doslers subject to the
duty. The rowurns for 1805 reached the respect-
able sum of $12,608,681,

We ought—when things have sssumed their
normal condition—to be able to meet our obils
gations and provide lor the public service with-
out Increasing the internal revenue burdens be-
yond those of Great DUritain. The Brirish
mlund revenue tax now amounts to about two
hundred million dollars, This amount we could
rajse lg a legitimate excise on spirits and to-
bacco, by & 1uir stamp snd license duty, by a
moderate income tax, sud by a4 lew minor im-
pusts, 16 18 comiortable in one sense to gee our
way toralse ao snnual income ot four or five
hundred m.Ihon dolipys, and thus leave voste-
rity no heavy burden of debt, But a growing
temilirity with the selenoe of impo-ing taxes will
cuust us 10 have such reguard toequity of distri-
bution as will net overburden and paralyze our
present Industries,

Japan.

We recently snnounced that the foreign
powers had obiained from (he Mikado, or
Spiritual Emperor of Japan, three important
concessions, numely:—1st. The 1atification by
the Mikado of rhe treaties which had been con-

cluded between them and the Tycoon; 2d. The
opeming of Hiogn; and 8d, the revision of the
tantl, 'The Englsh papers from China and
Japan have since come 0 haund, and contain
highly interesting detmils on this turning-poiat
in Japunese history.

When the foreign ships dropped anchor si
Hiogsa, the Tycoon was at Kioto, the residence
of the Mikado., The memb:rs ol the Gorogie
(State Council), who conferred with the foreign
representatives, promised to add thelr exertlons
tn those of the Tyeoom in order to obtain the
Mikado's saootion of the foreign demands, Ton
days were given for a final reply., During this
timeé ' the oity of Kioto was the seene of indes
soribable excrtement, The heads of the anti
foreym party made the wost desperate etlorts to
irevent the granting of the iorelgn demands.
ITireats were ireely wade ngalost the lile of the
Tycoon, and even of the Mikado himwsell, The
latter declared he would not sanclion tone trea-
tics, and deposed two members.ul the Gorogio.
The Tycoon beenme intinndeied, saud thought ot
ubetionting (in order to escape deposition) his
dignity—whioh {2 not, as is commonly belleved,
that of “Seculur Emperor,” but rdther of here
ditary chief of the Daiailos aud regent of the
Empire. The representations ot the forelgn
ministers, however, that, being st the head of
an army ol 300,000 men, he bad bis own fate and
thnt ol Japan 1o his hands, chonged his mind.

In w» letler to the Mikndo, he asked the latter
to grant the demavds ot the foreigners; and to
support thig diplomatie note, he moved with
04,000 mén to about eight miles from Kioto,
Then he #eut for some members of the Mikado's
Council, but the l'a.-tlv was, that it waes unsate
for thew to undettake the journey, on account
of the rage ol the ant-foreign Daimios, and that
even the sacred person of the Mikado himself
was ln danger. The Tycoon then marched iute
Kioto st the head of 4000 wen. Sowe chief of
the anti-foreign. party were appréhended, aud a
moeeting of all vhe representatives of the Dalmios
actually at Kioto called. Most of those were
guined over, At last all the members of the
Gorogio and high officials of the Tycooun called
on the Mikado, and declared that they would
die st onee, should they not obtain what they
hud been sent tor, One took hold of the sleeve
ol bis Majesty, swearing that he would not
looken hig hold of it until the sanction was
given. Then, floully, the firse offlcer ol the
Mikado was daected to brinﬁihe “"Book of the
Irrevoesable Waills," and the Mikado granted the
demands of the foreign powers,

Whether thy fucts 1ully tally with the above
account, or whether the Jaosness have modified
them for the torelgn marke’, It may yet take
some time to establlsh beyond donbt,  Tas
Auglo-Uhinese papers, from whion the sbove
details huve Leen derived, expoot that taey will
soon be psrmitted o publish the letters writien
by the Tyooon o the Mikado, which will form
an sddition of considerable bnterest w0 the volo-
minous ‘'diplomatic sorrvspondence” Htetature

World us well a8 of the Ol
him as iv.did the first Napoleon., Wo hope he
muy be wise enough to avold the mistake of his
uncle, and not tempt tate too tar,

No one knows be ter than Napoleon what the
fixed and cherished policy o1 the Unied Siatis
bas been apd 18, with regurd to Eurepesn inter-
lerence ou this coutinent. He i aware of our
long dispute with BEuclaud relative to the Mos-
quite Territory amd Nicaragua, snd ol otber
cases, from the time ol Mr. Canning sud Presi-
dent hlonrov. upon the same principle of Buro-
pean non-iniervention with the Ameriesn repub-
fes aud the American continent, It would ba
ditogether unressonable to expect this great
couniry to sbandon that policy now., We are
oo powerful to abandon it should all BEorope
cowmbine to foree us; much less should one
Fower, however great, undertake to do so.
Monrce doctrnope implies not only a tixed and
prolound policy, but 11 has become a seutiment
—~u matter ol deep lecling—with the American
pe ple. Thic lies av the root of the ditlioul®
with France relotive to Mexico, The insoflt
given us by the attempt to set this doctrine at
pavght lo the day of our trouble rankles in the
Heart of the people: but we miay forgive this, tor
we are disposed o forgive much in Franes that
we would pot in Eoglaud, or some other pow-
ers; but we cannol give up our poliey,

The only dulicalty thut exists or 1s lkely to
exist between Frange and the United States 1s
that about Mexioo, Wé ought 10 be the best
friends. Apart from this routinent we have no
pcidey or motive for o collivion with France,
Uur ambition and sphere ol actionfhave o differ-
ent direction natorally, The trude with thas
couvtry i= worth more thun twenty Mexicos to
Frunee, Lot the Emperor, therefore, sacritice &
iitle of his amour propre, it that be necessary,
in this Mexican altair, for the good of his coun-
iry, for the friendstup of the Un ted States, and
lor peace, Laet hitn not attempt toollsbly to
deceive the world, but frankly au(!l quinkly give
up his untenable position i Merieo. Letthe
French people and press soothe their wounded
feelings, acknowledge the error o) their Govern-
went, cense to be writated, pud give the hand of
iriendship, as ol yore, to the United Statos, and
all will be well.
